Cou nty Conv ention, M. W, of 
A , in Session Here. 


PLAN ÜFHEADJ ÜSTMENT 


l^ot Fav ored By Pettis Cou nty Mem­ 
bers—Deleiraies Elected to 
State Camp. 


The cou nty conv ention of the 
lod ges of the Mod ern Wood men of 
America was held tod ay in the 
Knights of Py thias hall on Ohio 
street. 
There was a fu ll representation 
of d elegates present, ev ery lod ge 
in the cou nty being represented by 
one or more d elegates. 
The conv ention was called to 
ord er at ii :20 a. m. by F. L. Lu d e- 
mann,clerk of Ru ssell camp of this 
city , and the permanent organi­ 
zation was completed by the selec­ 
tion of H. D. Shelton, of Hu ghes- 
v ille, for chairman, and E. E. Cod ­ 
d ing, of Sed alia, f or secretary . 
The u su al committees were se­ 
lected and 
the 
conv ention ad ­ 
jou rned to I o’clock this afternoon. 
At the afternoon session the 
chief bu siness before the Wood men 
was the election of two d elegates 
to the state conv ention, 
which 
meets at Jackson, Mo., May 6, 
nex t. 
The committee on resolu tions 
mid e its report. 
The resolu tions 
ad opted instru cted the d elegates to 
the state conv ention to v ote and 
u se all honorable means to d efeat 
the committee plan of read ju st­ 
ment. 
It was fu rther resolv ed that “ we 
are opposed to any rad ical change 
in the head camp by laws, u nless 
su bmitted to a popu lar v ote of the 
membership.” 
The d elegates to the state camp 
were instru cted by the resolu tions 
to work to secu re the election of 
F, L. Lu d emann as d elegate'to the 
head camp to be held in Ind ian­ 
apolis. 
Another resolu tion was as fol­ 
lows: 
“ That each d elegate nom­ 
inated shall ex press his position on 
the read ju stment plan before he is 
elected .” 
J. D. Franklin, of Sed alia, and 
Henry D. Shelton, of Hu ghesv ille, 
were elected d elegates to the state 
conv ention.

the fed eral cou rt, this morning, 
Ju d ge Ad ams hand ed d own a d e­ 
cision in the Wabash inju nction 
proceed ings to restrain the em­ 
ploy es from entering u pon a strike 
becau se of Presid ent Ramsey ’s re­ 
fu sal to grant them a 20 per cent 
increase in wages. 
The cou rt d issolv ed the restrain­ 
ing ord er, and the employ es are 
now at liberty to strike if they so 
d esire, bu t as Mr. Ramsey has gone 
to Cairo, Egy pt, where a d au ghter 
lies critically ill with ty phoid fev er, 
it is not known what action will 
be taken. 


A CHA8TLY FIND. 


Two Hu man Hand s Discov ered Near 
the Cou nty Home. 


N. H. Hend erson, who resid es 
ju st sou th of the Cou nty Home, 
while on his way to Sed alia this 
morning mad e a ghastly find . 
Near the road sid e at the Wool- 
rid ge q u arry , two miles north of 
the city , he fou nd a cou ple of 
hand s which had 
been sev ered 
from some hu man bod y . 
Nearby 
was a kettle, and a hasty inspec­ 
tion of the u tensil and the hand s 
conv inced 
Mr. 
Hend erson 
that 
some one had been boiling the 
hand s in the kettle. 
Mr. Hend erson, u pon his arriv al 
here, reported the find to Sheriff 
Joe Dillard , and the latter, with 
Prosecu ting Attorney C. C. Kelly , 
d rov e to the q u arry . 
The officers 
mad e an inv estigation and learned 
that the hand s had been left where 
they 
were 
fou nd 
by 
Wallace 
Simond s, of this city , 
who has 
been a med ical stu d ent at Barnes’ 
Med ical college, St. Lou is. 
Simond s, it is said , obtained a 
cad av er at the college and boiled 
the flesh off the bones in ord er to 
secu re a skeleton of his own. 
All 
of the bones had been cleaned for 
articu lation ex cept those of the 
hand s and they were fou nd by Mr. 
Hend erson before the flesh had 
been boiled off of them.

Rothwell, better known as 
“ You ng Corbett,” 
of 
Denv er, 
showed d ecisiv ely in San Francisco 
last night that his v ictory ov er 
Terry McGov ern, of Brookly n, at 
Hartford a y ear ago last Thanks­ 
giv ing, was no flu ke, by d efeating 
McGov ern in the elev enth rou nd 
after a fight in which there was 
not a second ’s id leness for either 
man. 
In nearly ev ery rou nd Corbett 
fou ght like a machine, nev er ov er- 
ooking an opportu nity to send 
home his blows, had a shad e the 
jetter of the argu ment, and , when 
inally , in the elev enth rou nd , he 
» ot the Brookly n boy fairly going, 
he nev er let u p on him u ntil Terry 
sank to the floor, a bad ly d efeated 
mao. 
Corbett pu t McGov ern d own in 
the first rou nd for a cou nt of sev en 
and repeated it in the second . 
There was some qu estion as to 
whether or not McGov ern was 
d own at the cou nt of ten in the 
elev enth, and for a few minu tes it 
looked as if there wou ld be a free- 
for-all fight. 
McGov ern tried to get u p, tried 
hard , and was on his feet an in­ 
stant after the timekeeper cou nted 
him ou t, 
George Hard ing, the 
clu b timekeeper, who cou nted Mc­ 
Gov ern ou t, stated after the fight 
that the blows that knocked Mc­ 
Gov ern ou t were left and right 
swings on the jaw and right u pper­ 
cu ts on the chin. 
Hard ing said McGov ern was in 
a d azed cond ition; that when he 
had cou nted nine he motioned him 
to get u p, bu t McGov ern was too 
confu sed to notice and was u nable 
to rise. 
At the cou nt of ten McGov ern 
started to rise, bu t it was too late, 
and the referee award ed the fight 
to You ng Corbett, hav ing said 
that McGov ern was completely 
ou t, and that it was a mercy to 
him that he was u nable to get u ;:). 
Coibett was strong and read y , and 
had McGov ern risen to his feet he 
wou ld hav e been seriou sly hu rt. 
The fight was neither man’s u p 
to the elev enth rou nd , which 13 
thu s d escribed : 
The men went into a clinch im­ 
med iately . 
Corbett missed a left 
hock and got a hard left on ear.

Corbett ru shed 
and slipped d own, bu t got u p im­ 
med iately 
McGov ern pu t in a 
right hard to ribs and both men 
slipped d own. 
Corbett pu t a left 
on iVicGov ern’s jaw and Terry was 
nearly ou t. 
Corbett, seeing McGov ern’s d is­ 
tress ru shed ,and getting McGov ern 
in a neu tral corner swu ng right, 
left and right to jaw. 
McGov ern’s 
knees wobbled and his head sank. 
Corbett, stead y ing himself, swu ng 
his right squ arely on McGov ern’s 
jaw and the little Brookly n fighter 
went squ arely on his back,his head 
striking the floor with a thu d . 
He lifted his head at the cou nt 
of three, tu rned ov er and looked at 
the time-keepers, his ey es glassy and 
rolling. 
As the time-keeper called 
sev en he attempted to get on his 
feet, bu t he was u nable. 
Ju st 
after the time-keepers called ten, 
McGov ern, d azed and clearly gone, 
got to his feet. 
Bu t he was an in­ 
stant too late. 
Referee Graney swu ng his hand s 
in the air as a signal that the fight 


was ov er and that Corbett had re­ 
tained the championship. 
In an 
instant a terrific u proar took place. 
McGov ern’s backers, mad d ened by 
the sight of their fav orite being 
d ragged to his corner a d efeated 
man, began swarming arou nd and 
into the 
ring. 
They were not 
qu icker than the policemen, how­ 
ev er, who piled them pell-mell 
throu gh the ropes. 
For fiv e min­ 
u tes the u proar continu ed . 
Then 
the lights were tu rned d own and 
the crowd filed ou t.

THE LiW AND THE TRUSTS, 
The St. Jo seph News has the 
fo llo wing in reg ard to a late de­ 
cisio n in a case ag ainst a co al 
trust : 
“ If the recent decisio n o f Judg e 
Chetlain, o f Chicag o , sho uld be 
snstained the who le matter o f the 
reg ulatio n and restraint o f trusts 
will have to be left to co ng ress. 
During the recent co al famine in 
Chicag o it came to lig ht that the 
co al o perato rs and the dealers o f 
the city were in actual co mbinatio n 
to keep up the price o f co al and 
thus to wring an ex o rbitant pro fit 
o ut o f the necessities o f the peo ple. 
A larg e share o f the do mestic sup­ 
ply o f co al fo r Chicag o is drawn 
fro m the Indiana co al Helds ; and 
the Indiana o perato rs, it appeared 
by satisfacto ry evidence, were all 
parties to this iro nclad ag reement. 
Such an ag reement to maintain 
prices is flatly ag ainst the anti­ 
trust law o f Illino is, and all o f the 
o perato rs and so me o f the dealers 
were indicted fo r co nspiracy to fix 
prices in the state o f Illino is, in 
restraint o f trade and co ntrary to 
the anti-trnst law o f the state. 
^*The case ag ainst the Indiana 
o perato rs came o n fo r trial befo re 
Judg e Chetlain. 
The pro o f was 
clear and unmistakable; y et the 
judg e was reluctantly co mpelled to 
take the case away fro m the jury 
and to direct a verdict o f no t 
fuilty , fo r reaso ns which he g ave 
at co nsiderable leng th. 
The sub­ 
stance o f 
the 
co urt’s 
decisio n 
was that as the co al was mined in 
Indiana and bro ug ht into Illino is 
fo r dispo sitio n, the subject matter 
o f the ag reement itself and the 
transactio ns surro unding the same 
co nstituted interstate co mmerce ; 
and that, being interstate co m­ 
merce, co ng ress alo ne has po wer 
to leg islate upo n it, so as to reg ­ 
ulate 
it 
any 
manner. 
Co nse­ 
quently the Illino is anti-trust law 
o f X901, o r even the g eneral laws 
upo n the subject o f co nspiracy in 
restraint o f trade, can have no ap­ 
plicatio n. 
The anti-trust law o f 
Illino is can o nly apply to co m­ 
merce who lly within the bo rders o f 
the state. 
“ By the recent decisio n o f the 
supreme co urt o f the United States 
in the latter cases, it appears no w 
that the po wers o f co ng ress ate 
amply so fiicient to deal with the 
who le matter.” 
But there is a law that can 
reach the o ffenders referred to by 


the News as well as hundreds o f 
o thers—the criminal sectio n o f the 
Sherman anti-trust law. 
So me o f these day s the peo ple 
o f this co untry will elect a presi­ 
dent who will enfo rce the criminal 
law ag ainst the rich trust mag nate 
just as vig o ro usly as it is no w en­ 
fo rced ag ainst the po o r “ mo o n­ 
shiner” and the friendless co unter­ 
feiter.

He Killed a Deputy Sheriif i t 
Chapin, 111- 


STKÜGGLE WAS FIERGF. 


Conductor and Passengers Fought 
UuBuccessfully to Sav e the 
Officer. 


Information was receiv ed in A1 
ton, 111., Tuesday afternoon from 
passengers on Burlington train No. 
48 of the killing of a deputy sheriff 
at Chapin, 111., on the train b y an 
insane man in his charge. 
The officer was taking the man 
to the institution for the insane at 
Jacksonv ille, III. 
The train had just stopped at 
Chapin, when the insane man, 
James B. Wilson, of Prairie C ity , 
111., rose in his seat and b eg. n 
stab b ing his 
custodian. 
Deputy 
Sheriff J. B. Campb ell, of Ma­ 
comb , McDonough county . 
It is not known how the insane 
man got possession of the knife, 
b ut it is supposed that with a ma­ 
niac’s cunning he possessed him 
self of it and secreted it until an 
opportunity presented

to 
use it. 
When the maniac b egan stab b ing 
the officer the passengers b ecame 
panic-striken. 
Sev eral 
persons attempted 
to 
ov erpower the insane man,

Wilson seized the rev olv er of tlie 
dy ing deputy sheriff and stood the 
crowd off while he plied the knife 
into the b ody of his v ictim. 
Then the maniac escaped from 
the car and ran out on the depot 
platform. 
Conductor Barb er and 
the train crew, assisted b y pas­ 
sengers, attempted to disarm the 
man on the platform, b ut he held 
liiem at b ay .

A material that can be carved may 
be out of peeled potatoes, which are 
prepared for this purpose by being 
first blackened for 36 hours in eight 
parts of sulphuric acid to one hun­ 
dred of water; it is nex t dried with 
blotting-paper, and then pressed. 
The French now manufacture pipes, 
in close imitation, it is said, of meer­ 
schaum, from this novel substance. 
A heavy pressure gives a material so 
hard that good billiard balls in imi­ 
tation of ivory can be made from it. 


To Separate Postage Stamps. 


It is often desired to separate post­ 
age stamps that are stuck together 
without another application of paste. 
This can be done by dipping the 
stamps in water for a few seconds 
(not as long as is usually done), shak­ 
ing off the ex cess of water, and heat­ 
ing with a match as much as possible 
without burning. 
The heat ex pands 
the water between the stamps and 
separates them, so that they can be 
easily pulled apart^ and are ready for 
use.—W. L. S.
